Changes  for  the  future. . . 


In  a  year  where  presidential  elections,  celebritij 
murders,  and  mass  suicides  hare  invaded  our 
nation,  we  lire  our  quiet  lives  athlaiy  Washing- 
ton.

Gates  placed  third  at  na- 
tionals with  a  school  record  (14:42). 

TJnder  the  guidance  offirst-y  ear  coach  -^Nick^jiichols.  the  weight  team 
was,  ''the  strongest  field  that  this  school  has  ever  had,"  according  to 
sophomore  thrower  Tom  Swigait.
